I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report of the Health 
Department for the year ended December Sts, 1957’, 

The number of live births registered was twenty four, a decrease 
of one on the previous year, There were no illegitimate births, I+ is most 
reassuring to note thet no infant died under the age of twelve months and 
that there were no stillbirths, No mother died in childbirth, 

The number of deaths registered was thirty five. This shows an 
increase of twelve on the figure for 1956, Eleven deaths were ascribed to 
heart disease, four to vascular lesions of the nervous system (strokes) and 
nine to cancer, There were no fatal accidents, 

The only case of infectious Cigecse notified during the year was one 
case of poliomyelitis. This wes ec young girl who contracted the illness at 
school in Englend, Happily she made a very good recovery, 

Six new cases of tuberculosis were notified, four of these being 
under the age of thirty~five, Every effort wes made by the Chest Physician and 
the Health Department to havo all contacts examined, No deaths were caused by 


this cisease, 
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During the year Mr, T. R. Sambrook, the Borough Surveyor and Public 
Health Inspector left to take up 2 similar post in Derbyshire, I wish to 
pay tribute to his service to the Council, and also to welcome his successor 
Mr, J. D. Miles, 

The Council is to be congratulated for taking action to prepare a 
sewage disposal scheme for the Borough. The completion of this scheme will 
greatly improve the standard of hygiene in the town, 

A more detailed account of the work of the Department will be found 
in the ensuing pazes, which include a section prepared by the Public Health 
Inspector. I wish to commend Mr, Miles for the very diligent way in which he 
has examined all Food premises, and made certain that they conform to the 


Fooc Hygiene Regulations.

It affords me much pleasure to present my first contribution to the 
Annual Report of the Medical Officer of Health for the year ending 31st December, 
1957. I take the opportunity of expressing my thanks herewith to Dr. Dulyh Thomas 
the Medical Officer of Health, the Town Clerk, members of the Council and staff 
for the considerate help given me at the commencement of my duties with your 
Authority. 


is SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE BOROUGH 


SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The sewerage system comprises box drains and concrete tubes leading to three 
outfalls, One discharges by way of the Dulas Stream into the River Teify. The 
remaining two discharge into watercourses which communicate with the Creuddyn Stream 
which in turn joins the Teify. 


It is now most gratifying to state that this Annual Report may be the last 
wherein adverse comments are made in relation to the sewerage and sewage disposal 
system of the Borough. Progress is now being made towards the completion of 
arrangements for the construction of a sewerage scheme comprising some two miles 
of concrete tubes discharging into a sewage disposal works consisting of (i) course 
screening chambers (ii) detritus pit (iii) foul sewage sump and pumps (iv) balancing 
tanks (xr) primary settling tanks (vi) storm tanks (vii) digestion and aerating 
tanks (viii) drying beds.

In April of this year the Waterworks and Associated apparatus became vested 
in the South Cardiganshire Water Board and as a result is no longer under the 
jurisdiction of the Borough Council. However in the interests of Public Health it 
is still necessary to maintain a certain amount of vigilance in relation to 
(a) chlorination (b) bacteriological quality of the supplies. At the moment the 
process of chlorination is somewhat primitive, and the Engineer of the Water Board 
has now given an undertaking to install an automatic chlorinating plant. 


Premises in the rural area of the Borough are dependent on deep wells for a 
source of water supply. Bacteriological samples obtained from these private sources 
Proved upon examination and analysis to be Satisfactory, A number of samples taken 
from the Public supply turned out to be unsatisfactory due on occasions to 
insufficient chlorination, The early installation of an automatic chlorinating 
plant will therefore provide the remedial measure,
